It is true that social 
equality can never be secured by any law 
congress 
may enact. 
Tho prejudice 


against [color was ao strong and deep- 
rooted even in the north, that in very 
many cases a negro, no matter how re- 
spectable and well-behaved he may have 
been, was not treated with common de- 
cency in railway cars, street cars, theaters, 
and other public places. 
There was a 


disposition to "firo him out" of passen- 
ger cars, to refuse him a reserved seat in 
a theater, and to deny him accommoda- 
tion at hotels. 
Ho had no redress, be- 


cause public sentiment 
was 
largely 


against him. 


The supplementary civil rights bill 


was 
passed 
with 
a 
view 
to 


guarantee 
the 
colored 
people 
as 


many social rights as was possible, and 
to prevent them from being expelled 
from hotels, theaters, other public places, 
and railroad oars. To a certain extent it 
had an excellent influence. Their rights 
iu these matters were respected to a 
largo degree both iu the north and in the 
south, 
since the supplimentary civil 


rights bill became a Jaw. It did not wipe 
out the color Jino altogether BO fur OB so- 
cial matters were concerned, but it did 
much to compel white men tit pay a de- 
cent regard to the social rights of negroes. 


Wo believe the efl'ect of the supreme 


c^urt decision will bo to surround the 
;ho colored people with a good deal of 
trouble, especially in the south. Some 
men in authority at hotels and theaters, 
ind m rail.vay cars, will take particular 
pains when the civil rights bill is held 
null and void, to treat tho negro with 
contempt and deprivn him ot the right8 


which common justice would accord 
iim. In this respect, the decision will 
do much harm. From a strict legal point 
of view, the judges ot tho supreme court 
may be right, but in other regards tho 
opinion is a misfortune, and can not bnt 
prove a severe and an unjust blow to 
thousands of worthy colored people.

A man living near by states 
that Sunday night, between seven and eight 
o'clock, a buggy passed his house at a 
rapid pace.

woman were heard, the latter talking.in a 
high key, ns though she was reproaching 
him.

Attorney General says: 


Your'statement 1ms received careful atten- 


tion, for no good citizen, whether in public 
or private station, will regard with indiffer- 
ence injuries sueli as those under which 
;hose people are said U> lie laboring. The 
questions, however, which you raise are 
questions of law, and so, of course, are to be 
determined "by the 
Constitution of the 


United 
States, as 
interpreted by the 


Supreme Court. For instance, it is very 
much to be treirretted that impediments 
should be thrown "in the way o£ the efforts 
of our colored fellow-citizens to better their 
condition by regularly entering and settling 
upon the public hinds, but it appears tliftt 
the particular lands of which you speak are 
public lands o£ the-State of Arkansas, and 
that State lias entire control ot them. Clear- 
ly then, the United States, havlng'iio pow- 


over the subject, can not interfere for 


your relief; nor can the United States in- 
terfere by their reserve power in respect 
'.o 
the 
prosecutions 
ot 
which 
you 


complaiu, 
or 
the 
fines 
which 
you 


represent are so oppressive and enforced by 
imprisonment It the laws of Arkansas, 
under which these prosecutions and these 
lines are Imposed, n.re contrary to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, the remedy 
lias been placed by the Constitution iu your 
own hands, by an appeal i'roiu the judgment 
of the State courts to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. The same is true 
of 
the 
cruel 
punishments 
inflicted 


upon the colored people at prison farms, to 
ivlilcli, upon trifling pretexts, they are con- 
demned. If the State laws, under which 
tho privileges are had lire constitutional, the 
only remedy Is by an appeal to the highest 
court of the State, and I'roni that to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. The Ex- 
ecutive of the United States has no power 
whatever in tho premises. As to mere mob 


ioience, neither the President nor any oth- 


er authority o'f the United States can afford

employed as a servant. Her employer was 
very kind to the child, making clothes for It. 
The girl became troubled and told her 
friends she 
was 
sick 
of 
the 
baby 


and wanted to get rid 
of 
it. 
In 


April Mrs. Foster missed the child. 
When 


Questioned Maria said she put it out to board. 
She would not say where. August 2 Mrs. 
Foster was in the yard with a clUld who 
lifted the cover o£ tho cistern and the body 
of tho baby was found Heating In the 
water. 
The lady recognized the child 


by the clothes she had made for it, and 
Slaria, who .was .working, in another 
place, was arrested. 
She broke down 


and confessed to the Chief-of-Police that she 
had thrown the child Iu the cistern on March 
7. When arraigned she pleaded guilty to a 
charge of murdur. The Judge' sjjed tears as 
hu passed the sentence of death and the girl 
was'led shrhiking from the court-ro'om.
